League of Nations Commissions

Thorough Investigation. 
TOOLS

Geneva.— Malignant malaria, which 
has made especially serious ravages in 
Russia, is now being given a thorough 
investigation by a special League of 
Nation^ commission which is tour­ 
ing the affected regions of Europe. 
An Italian expert, Doctor Lutrario, is 
chairman of the commission, which in­ 
cludes 
physicians 
from 
Germany, 
Fiance, Spain, Great Brita n, Holland, 
Rumania, Jugo-Slavia and Russia. 
Already the experts 
have 
spent 
eighteen days in Jugo-Slavia. 
Their 
itinerary includes Poland and finally 
Russia. 
In 
both 
Russia 
and 
the 
Ukraine the commission will study the 
principal malaria regi ins and, coming 
hack to Moscow, will he shown the 
workings of the central 
health or­ 
ganization and particularly the anti­ 
malarial work of the Russian Health 
service.

60 and 75 per cent of a normal crop, 
Mr. Tyson declared, but these are 
in the minority, most of the fruit 
raisers having crops in the neighbor­ 
hood of IO to 25 per cent of normal. 
Some growers, added the authority, 
are without any appreciable amount 
of apples. 
Reason for the lack of an apple 
crop in Adams county this year is at­ 
tributed by Mr. Tyson and other au­ 
thorities on the fact that the trees 
came into bloom this year at the be­ 
ginning of a ten-day period of rainy 
weather. 
Inability of bees and other 
pollen-carrying agencies to carry the 
dust,

Wet Season 
Not once during the wet period 
?did the sun shine on any of the prin­ 
cipal ordchards in this county.

the sun dried up the pollen for just 
a short time, there would have been 
a better crop, experts say. 
Not all apple growing territories 
in the United States are as hard hit 
as Adams county this year, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Tyson.

Had Opposition Too

The League of the Five N ations 
cam e historically into being betw een 
1550 and 1570.

ful had the League become by 1701, 
th a t it w as able to tu rn over to the 
King of E ngland in tru st a territo ry 
HOO miles long and 400 m iles wide.

To feed the 150 000.000 population

1919, and in his first year he was 
varsity tackle.

was baseball in which he excelled as 
an infielder, playing four years. Sev­

Cubs, offered to sign him, but except 
for a few months play in a minor 
league he confined his baseball to col­ 
lege.

werson was immediately signed as an 
issistant football coach under his old 
teacher, Robert Zuppke. 
He is 24 
years of age, the youngest coach of 
any major college eleven in the Unit­ 
ed States.

ROMAN ARMOR 
IS UNEARTHED 


Plowman In Bulgaria Uncovers 
Slab Of Marble Over Ro­ 
man's 
Tomb. 


Karagatch, 
Bulgaria.— A 
peasant 
plowing near this village turned up one 
of the most interesting archaeologi­ 
cal finds made in recent years. 
When 
the plow struck an obstruction the 
peasant found it was a slab of m ar­ 
ble. 
Lifting; this a marble tomb was 
disclosed and within lay a suit of 
bronze armor of a Roman knight, to­ 
gether with shield, sword, spear and 
several ’utensils, including 
an 
ex­ 
quisite vase. 
Director YelkofT, of the 
National 
Museum, and .Mr. Po po lf, an expert 
on Greek antiquities, estimate that 
the find 
dates 
back 
to 
the 
pre- 
AJexandrine period. 
They 
surmise 
that he may have been a dweller of ti 
Hellenic colony on 
the 
Black 
Sett 
coast. 


On the helmet, well preserved and 
of a high order of workmanship, were 
the figures of Apollo, Ballas Athene, 
Poseidon. .Minerva and 
Mars. 
One 
ear-piece found bore the figure of Zeus 
with the trident. The other ear-piece 
was lacking. 
The helmet was silvered, and some 
of the white metal still adhered. The 
human figure t hut once bore the hel­ 
met and carried the weapons was en 
tirely absent, except in the form of 
ashes in small amount.

“The knight who bore the armor 
was evidently ti high personage,” said 
Director VelkotF. 
“Therefore, after 
his body had been deposited in the 
grave it was burned, an early instance 
of cremation.”
